Inftrumenrs — Sometimes it is taken for all forts of warlike inftruments ; and inthis fenfe 
Milicary. doth Doctor Cafius take it, faying, At hominibus aruca induftria finxit, edque 
| finxit, ut pro imperio rationis ew vterctur. But this word Arma here meant is 
Metaphioncall, not vnderftood in any of thefe fignifications, bue muft be taken ina meta: 
oa phoricall fenfe,for thar they doeaflume aborrowed name (by way of figure 
called Metonymia fubiect:) from the Shields, Targets, Banners, Military 
Caffockes, and other Martiall Inftruments, whereupon they were ingra- 
uen, embofled, embrodered or depicted : which kinds of furnitures and ha- 
biliments are peculiar vnto maruall men and profefled fouldiers, to whom 
onely it pertaineth tobeare Armour ; which euen at this day we doe vfually 
call by chename of Armes. And of them in proceffe of time did thefe en. 
fignes or markes receiue their denomination, and werecalled Arma, in En- 
glith Armes, as Abra. Fra.noteth, faying, Arwsa appellantur, quod olim folie 
malitibus data fucrunt, qui arma gerere folent. Nam cum ifta fit gloria armis, vt 
inflrumentis compar ata placuit ipfams, quoque mercedem ayma appellare. 
Claudius Fauchet {aieth, that pee, wt their appellation or denomination 
becaule military.men barectheir deuices, or Inuentions depiéted vpon their 
‘Coate-Armours,and in and vpon their fhields : Clandins Fanchet. 
Armes were called Symbele which fignifieth figmes, tokens, or markes,

Thefe Armorial] nates (fo much in vie with vs at this day) are often- 
times called Jnfignie, which name, a5 Aldrenandus fuppofeth, proceeded of 
the barenneffe of the Latine tongue, his words arethele, Lufeminm nomen ex 
lingua Latina Videtnr fexiffeinepie cr cert? vix alium vocabulum hue magis 
qnadrat qued hac pracipwe virtutis oy geMmilstasis fine nota five ficnum fit. 

How far theextent ofthis word Infignia, or Enfignes, doth dilate it felfe, 
wee may perceive by this, that je comprizeth generally all Signes, Markes, 
and Tokens of honour, due to well deferuing perfons, either in refped of 
their Gouernement, Learning, Wifedome, Mggnanimity, &c. Thele al- 
beit they haue no gouernement annexed to them, yet have they inthem 
much honour, and ‘eftimation, as werethofe Pontifical) Ornaments, and 


at luch time as hee wentea meet Alexander, by weanes whereof his fury 
was appealed, Inthe like fore did Pope Leo attire himfelfe when he went to 
mecte Aryl the Scythian Prince s who haning fubdued che Country of Hané 
gary,and deftroyed Aqsileia in Itely,came forwards to Reme with like intent. 
Soalfoditl Pope Bessdrd? mitigate the fury of Tetiles, as if there lurked fome 
fecrct forte and maiefty inthe very Ornaments and Enfignes. | 
Of the number of thefe Enfignes are thofe notes, markes, and fhapes 
Of Animes, tliat martiall men vied to adorne the Crefts of their Helmets, 


‘withall to make them{tlues ‘more eminent in the field : and to the end there 


might bee beter notice caken of: their valorous actions when they en- 
countred their Enemies in Basted :. or {hould draw on their forces to fight. - 
Whereofwe hall haue caufe vo {peake hereafter in place more conyeni-’ 
gent when we fhall come to treateof them particularly. | 

The vfeat thefé was yet.cxeended farther than the adorning of Shields 
and Helmsetsonely :. Far Ships alfa,and other: Navigable veflels, werealfo 
garnifhed andbeautified in their fore-decks, yea, and that in very ancient 
time, for the diftingnitbing of one Ship from another. As we may fee,Adfs 
28.11., Where Paal faith; hee went-in a Ship. whole badge was Cafor and 
Pollux, Alfo the foreedecke of Aerepa that was carried away, hada forme 


ofa Bad painted thereon, which gene occafios tothe Fable: That a Bs had 


Rollen away Eorepa.. Neither didthe Ancients-onely vfe this, but it hath 
beene a received cuftome in all Ages fithence,and yet continued with vs vn- 
tothis Day. -Hereof it commeth that wee pre the Ships che namesof 
the thifigs that aredepisted vpon shem, assbe:Bal, Beare, Lion,Tyger, orc.

It is very probable that thefe Signes, which we call Armes.at this Day, 
howfoeuer in former Ages they haue beene named (whether Emblemes or 
Pictures, graven, painted or embofied, or notes reprefenting fome fecret or 
hidden Myftery ; as Hieroglyphicks, or Enygmaticall, or hidden conceipts) 
they were cxternall notes of the inward dif} pofition of che minde, manifeft-

If two men of feuerall families fhall beare one Coate- Armour,and haue. 
their abode in: one Cowstry or Territorie; and one of them can produce no 
more proofe, why. hee doch arrogate the propriety thereof, than the other 
can; fn {uch cafe the caufe fhall be queftioncd before the Soueraigne, or be- 
fore fuch as doe from him deriue their authority, forthe hearing, exami- 
ning and determining cales of this nature ¢ Otherwile,if either of them can 
proue that his Anceftors receiued the fame of the Kings gift, as a remunera- 
tion for feruice done, the Armes fhall be adiudged tobe his. 

Alfothere is between thefe Armes and their Bearers, akind of Syaspathy or

Siéulus maketh mention, that Ofyris {urnamed Iwpiter the inft, {ome to. Cham 

thecarfed fonne of Nosh, called of the Gentiles Ienus, being banithed from 

the blefled Tents of Shem and:laphet ; by reafon of the curfe fallen vpon his 
farher, was conftrained to feeke fome remote place wherein he nuight fertle 

himfelfe, his children, and people: for. which purpofe he affembled a greae 
army, and appointed Hercales his eldeft fonne Capraine.: And in this fo 
ancient an expedition of warres, as well Ofjris himfelfe as Hercutes; Macedon 
and Ansbis his fons, and others,did paint certaine Signes vpon their fields, 
bucklers, and other weapons ; which fignes were after called Arxes.: As for

tudes, and in fuch glorious and gliftering manner, that they dazeled the 
Ejies of the bcholders. i 7 
Neither were thefe Signes peculiarly reftrained vnto Nations, Countries, 
and Prouinces, but they were fo vniuerfall, as that there were no Tribe, par- 
ticular perfon or family but had their Armoriall Signesjor Notes,whereby 
they were not onely diftinély knowne, and difcerned from other forraine 
Tribes and familics,but alfo apparantly difcerned (amongft themfelues) one 
from another, by meanes of interpofition of fome minute or {mall differen- 
ces, which aftcr-commers were forced to deuife forthe preferuation of 
Common peace and vnity, when the multitude of Bearers (through long 
tract of cme) encreafed exceffiuely. : . 
Ach:Kes had his Shield beautifully adorned with great variety of things 
Celeftiall, as the motion of the Sunmne, Moone, Starres, Planets, and other the 
Celeftiall Spheres, the Situation of the Earth, and the adiacent lands, 
the Seas, with the cbbing and flowing thereof, &c. whereof] fhall haue 
berrer occafion offered to fpeake more atlargehereafrer. Alfo Amsphi. 
arans(as Pindarus he Theban Poet affirmeth)in his expedition to Z4ebes,bare 
inhis Shield, a Painted Dragon. Capaneus one of the feuen Captaines that be- 
fieged Thebes,bare the manifold headed Hydra,that Hercules tought withall, 
as Statins the Neapolitan Poet reporteth. Polynices « Sphynx. Agamemnon in the 
 Troian Warres bare in his Shielda Lion, withthis Epigram, Terror hic eit 
beminum,¢ qui hunc cerit eft Agamenmon, , | : 
Vlyffes bare a Dolphine, anda Typhon breathing out flames of fire : Perfeus 
Medufaes head: Antiochus a Lyon,with a white wand: Theféas an Oxe: Selencus 
a Bull: Auguflus 1 Sphynx ,with infinite others which I purpofely ouerpaffe. 
Thefe fizgn.s or tokens were in their firft production rough-hewen,

 Thele Signes; Markes, Notes, Enfignes, or whatfoeuer elfe yau pleafe to 
name them; are not all of one fort, for fome of them may be applied to 
peace, and others to military vfe;and of each of thefe there are diverfe kinds 
or forts: For fome of them ate expreffe notes of gouvernement and autho- 
riry or iurifdiction, others have no authority at all annexed to them. 

Like as there is an abfolute authority or iurifdiétion royall, free from all 
limitation, and an other faid to bea mixt gouernement ; yea,and that as well 
in ciuill policy, asin Eclefiafticall iur:fdiction : fo are alfo the enfignes feue-

, . know fomeare of opinion that thefe tokens or fignes, which we doe 
call Armes, were vtterly vnknowne to the ancient Greeks and Romsans ; and 
their memorie not to be found with their nations: They doe confefle that 
the Romans did makethe {ame vie of their Images that wee doe at this day 
by our Armes, viz. to produce them for teftimionies of their generous race, 

Some other are of opinion, that they were excogitated and brought in 
vic by Charles the Great and the Lembards, and fomeaga ne doe fuppofe, 
they sen in thetime of Fredericke Rarbarof[a, butthe contrary appeareth 
by Authenticall proofe, as Ihaue euennow fhewed: well may their opi. 
nion ftand with reafon, that doe hold, that the di(cipline of Armes in the 
raigne, (or rather) during the Imperiall gouernement of Theodofiue, and in 
the time of Charles the Great, was brought to fome kinde of perteétion, and 
withall more generally propagated and difperfed, according tothat faying 
of Abra. Franc. Carolo potent: (ime Imperante 8 & adiflinctins explicatafuiffe, 
Or frequentius vfurpatacluce(it. | 


The principal end for which thefe fignes were firft raken vp, and pu in 
vie, was, that they might ferue for notes and marks to diftinguith tribes, fa. 
milies and particular perfons, each from other ; but this was not their only 
vic, for that they ferued alfo to notifie, to the ingenuous beholder of them, 
(after fome fort) the naturall quality, and difpofition of their Bearers ; and 
fo behoouefull was this inuention thought to be, and their vie fo reafonable, 
as that they haue been entertained of all fucceeding pofterities,among all na- 
tions,and continued (ewen to this day) without any immutation or alterati- 


on of their primary inftication, Thefe Armorial Enftgnes thus ingenioufly 


deuifed 
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deuifed had a ‘further vfe; for they ferued alfo forthe more commodious 
diftribution of Nations, Tribes, and Faniilies, into Regiments and Bands ; 
as alfo for. affembling, conducting, and gouetning of them in martiall'expe- . 
dition, and diftinguifhing (asI haue flrewed) of particular perfons in wars, 
as well anongft themfelues as from their enemies ; ‘becaufe it often fallcth 
out byreafon of the likeneffe of Armout ‘and Weapons, of Difcipline of 
Ware, and of Language and Voice (in default of fuch fignes) that, much 
treachery is wrought, and many men after battell or skirmifh doe ‘make 
their retreate tothe troopes of the Enemie, tothe danger of their furprife, 
‘or loffe of life: Sorhen itis cleere that this is one vfe of thefe Notes, or 
Markes of diftin&tion called Armes, thatif'a man fhall meet or encounter 
vs, wedoe forthwithdifcouer by the note or marke that he beareth, whether 
he be friend orenemie; and for fome of thofe vfes and ends whichI haue 
formerly fhewed, thefe Armoriall Enfignes haue receiued approbation in 
the higheft degree,euen from the mouth of Go p_himfelfe( who, when he. 
preferibed vnto -Mofes and Aaron a forme of ordering and conducting the 
d/ralites intheir paffage towards the Land of the promife) did exprefly com- 
mand the vfe of Armoriall fighes, faying, Fily Ifraclis quifquis iuxta vexil- 
baum fisnm cum fignis fecandum domam Maorum fuorum caftra habento: which 
order he required to bee obferued, not oncly in the condudtion of them in 
their iourney, but alfo in the pitching and raifing oftheir Campe, 2 
In which precept we may obferue, that God maketh mention of two 
forts of Enfignes ; the one generall, the other particular ; and that thefe lat-- 
ter were no leffe ncedfull than the former, for the orderly gouerning and 
conducting of fo huge and populous a multitude as the Jraelites were, ina 
fourney fo long, and withall fubiect to infinite dangers. The firft fort of 
thefe Enfignes, God calleth Vexilla, that is to fay, Standards ot Banners, 
which ferued for the conduction of their feuerall Regirnents. For the J/rae- 
Lites confifted of twelue Tribes which were divided into foure Regiments ; 
thar is to wit, three Tribes to each Regiment, of which every one hada par- 
ticular Standard, which as they differed in colour one from another, fo did 
they doubtleffe comprehend in them feuerall and diftin& formes. | 
Here may arife a twofold queftion concerning thefe Standards before 
mentioned, the onc,what colour each ofthem were? the other, what formes 
and fhapes were depicted inthem. | Astothe colour, Zyra vpon the {e- 
cond of Numbers, faith, Qualia funt ifta vexillainTextu non habetar, fed dia 
cunt aliqui Hebrai quod vexillum cuinflibet Tribus, erat fimilss colori lapidispo- 
Setiin rationals, in quo infcriptam erat nomen ipiius Reuben, c& fic de aliss.

Such are faid to bee publske Armes, as hauc {ome Soueraigne Authori- 
tic or IurisdiGtion annexedto them. 

Of the firft fortare fuch Armes as are borne by Emperowrs, Kings, and 

abfolute Princes, and free Eftates, hauing Soueraigne authority and power 
within their feverall Empires, and Kimgdomes, and Territories. Thele 


- in proprietie of {peech cannot be aprly faydto be the Armes of their Stocke 


or family, whereof they are defcended,but do rather reprefent the nature of 
Enfignes than of Armes,in regard of the publike authority to them annexed , 
As alfo in refpeét that whofocuer thal fucceed them in thofe fupreme go- 
vernments fhall bearethe fame Armes as the exprefle notes and teftimonies 
of fuch their feuerall iurifdi@ions, though they be extracted from Aliens, 
or forraine families, © For fo neither is the Eaglethe peculiar Armes of the 
houfe of Auffria, nor the Lions of the family of Plastazenet, nor the flowers 
de Lis of the houfe of Valeys. And thefe Armes or Enfignes may no man 
elfe beare or yet marke his goods withall, vnleffe it be that intoken of 
loialty be will fet vp the Kings Armes in his houfe, and place his owne arms 
vnderneath. And there are certaine Enjignes of dignity and office which | 
man hauing the fame digwsty or office may lawfully beare as the Enfignes of 
a Proconfull, the Enfigues of a Bi/hop. And thefe are peculiar to thofe onely 
that haue the exercifing of fuch digasty ot office, if any other thall vfurpe the 
bearing or vfe ofthem,he incurreth the crime of forgery. Priuate Armes arc 
fuch as are proper to Priuate perfons, whether they bee numbred in ranke 
ofthe greater Nobility, as Dukes , —Marquifes, Earles, Vifcounts and Barens, 
hauing no Soucraigue or abfolute power : or of the lefler Nobility or Gentry, 


. Knights, Efquires and Gentlemen, neither. yet are they Enfignes of a- 


hy ordinary dignity but peculiar ro their family,and may be infinitely tranf- 
ferred to their pofterity. : 

For Armes or Armoriall tokens pertaining to fome particular family,

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doc defcend to every peculiar perfon extraéted from the fame Agnation, | 


whether they be heiresto their Father or Grandfather; or not. Sometimes 
the Bearers of thele doe fo greatly multiplie, . as that they are conftrained 
For diftin¢tion fake, to annex fome appofirion over; andaboue their pater- 
nall Coate tothem defcended for differencing the perfons. Quod licitum est; 
ficut nomini addere pranomen, which they may no leffe lawfully doe, thar 
to adde a Chriftian name to a Surname, to diftinguith two Children iffued

Thefe Arwses are fometimes compofed of naturall things ; as of fome 
kinde of Celeftiall bodies, viz. of the Susne, Moone, Stars, és. Somtimes 


of foure footed Beafis, or of Birds, or of Serpents, or of Fifhes, or fome.o- 


ther Reptiles, or elfe of fome kinde of Vegetables, as Trees, Shrubs, F lowers, 
Fruits, Leaues, ec.

_  Ifany man beattainted or conuicted of Tresfon for betraying his Couh- 

trey, orof Herefic, to the end he fhould be branded with a greater note of 
infamy, his Armes are rafed, broken downe and vtterly defaced: 
Sometimes it falleth out that-if a noble family be extiaguifhed by the 
death of the laft of the fame (deceafing without iflue) whercby the bea ring 
of the Armes proper tothat Lineage1s from thence forth abolifhed : The 
Armes arc interred inthe graue together with the coipes of the defun@. 
After long tract of time; thee tokens which we call_Armes, became ree 
muncrations for feruice, and were beftowed by Emperors, Kings; and 
Princes, and their Generals and chiefe commanders in the field vypon mar- 
tiallmen, whofe valorous merits (euen in tuftice) requited due recompence 
of honour anfwerable vnto their worthy acts, the remembrance whereof 
could not better be preferued and deriued vnto pofterity than by thefe kinds 

of honorable rewards. The firft we reade.of, that made this vfe of them 

was Alexander the great, being moued thereunto by the per{wafion of Ari- 

frotle his Schoolemajter : who hauing obferued his magnificent minde in re- 
warding his fouldiers to the full of their. deferts, did at length preuaile 

with him fo much, as that he caufed:him to turnethe Current of his bounty 

another way, and to recompence his fouldiers with thefe markcs, or tokens 

of hanour ; which he beftowed on.them as hereditary. -teftimonies of their 

glorious merits. In later Ages Charles the fourth the Emperour, gaue Armes 
alfo vnto learned men, and fuch as had performed any memorable 
: C 2  feruice 
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feruice, or excellent worke ; therefore Bartholus , being amoft expert man 
inthe lawes, and one of the Councell of the {aid Charles the fourth, recei- 
ued in reward for his Armes from the faid Emperor , this Coate- Armour, 
viz. Or, a Lion rampant his taile forked, Gules, which afterward defcended 


— fuceffiuely to his children and pofteriry. But Bartholus (though he werea 


moft fingular and perfect Ciuilian) becaufe he was vnexperienced in Mar- 
tiall difcipline, durft not at firft aflume the bearing of thofe U4rmes : But 
afterwards vpon: better aduife hee bare them, knowing how vnfit it was to 
refufe a reward giuen by fo potentanEmperour. And this wasa noble in- 
ftitution of Charles the fourth, that not onely the skilful profeffors of the 


Ciuill lawes, but the learned proficients, and the iudicious ftudents, in o- 


ther Arts and profeffions, might receiue remuneration for their vertues, 
Honos entm alit Artes , omnefque incenduntur ad fiwdia cloria. Abr. Fra. 
pa.76. And-without all doubt there is great reafon that Armes fhould be 
diftributed vnto men, renowned for their learning and wifdome, who 
with expence, euen of their liues and {pirits in continual ftudy, to enable 
themfelues fit for to ferue the Weale publike at home, by magiftracy, and 


civil] gouernement,wherein they may no leffe merit reward of thcir Prince 


at home, by their poliake mannaging of ciuill affaires ; than the CMartiall 
mian abroad, with his brandifhed flaughtering fword; fithence they 
oftentimes in their ciuill gouernement, doe prefcribe limits to cwartiall af. 
faires alfo, how farre they {hall extend their power, according tothat fay- 
ing of Cicero,Offici.1. Paruafunt foris Arma,nifi eft confilium domi. And thisis 
the caufe that Armes are given tor remuneration in later times, as well to 
Learned and Religious men, as to Martiall men, yet not fo much for their 
valour, as for their wifdome, and to honour them withall ; according to the 
faying of acertaine Auchor, Arma dantur viris religiofis, no propter ftrenue 
itatems, {ed propter bonorem, quia honorabile e& Arma portare ; vt Doctor in |e- 
gibus vi esate annis per legem Armerum fit miles,non tamen propter eins ftrenni- 


tatems, fed propter etus dignitatem. 


The examples of thefe two Great Potentates before mentioned in re 
munerating their well meriting Souldiers, faichfull feruants and vertuous 
and l-arned fubiects, with thefe Sgnes,or Symbols called Armes,the one,viz. 
Alexander the Great, for feruice done in warres; The other, namely Charles 
the fourth, for politique mannaging of Ciuill affaires by learning and wif. 
dome at home, haue beene imitated by diuers Emperors, Kings and Princes, 
of fuccceding ages, vfing thereinthe miniftery of the Office of Heralds. as 
{ubordinate officers thcreunto appointed and authorized, referuing alwaies 
tothem{elues the fupreme Iurifdition of iudging and remunerating perfons 


_ . according to their deferts; but vifing the miniftery of the Heralds, as for 


fundry other vies of great importance in a State, fo alfo for theinuenting 
and: deuifing of congruent tokens of honour, anfwerableto the merits of 
thofe that fhall receiue the fame: to doe which, although there is a power 
{ecming abfoluce, committed to them by the Soucraigne; yet the fameis re- 
{trained into a power ordinary, which is to deuife with difcretion Armes. 
correfpondent to thedefert of the perfon, that fhall be thought worthy to 
haue thefe honorable badges or tokens of honour beftowed vpon him.

Like as definitions are forerunners of diuifions, euen fo diuifions alfo 
haue precedence of rules. To {peake properly ofa rule: It may be faid to 
be any ftraight or leuell ching, whereby lines are drawne in a direét and e- 
uen forme. Inrefemblance whcreof, we here vnderftand it, tobe a briefe 
precept or inftruétion for knowing or doing of things aright, as witnefleth 
Calepine, faying, Regula per tranflationem dicstur br euts rerum praceptio, that is 
to fay, a compendious or ready inftru@ion of matters. 

Rules are taken for briefe documents prefcribed for the deliuery, or ap- 
prehenfion of fome Art or Science ; by thefe the wits and inuentions of 
men are much comforted and quickned, according to'that faying of Se- 
neca, Ingeny vis praceptis alitur Cy crefcit, non aliter quam {cintilla flat leui ad- 
tuta, nouafque perfuafiones adsicit innatas,¢y deprauatas corrigit. The force of 
wit isnourifhed and augmented by Rules or Precepts ; likeas afparke is 
kindled with a foft and gentle fire, and doc adde new inducements and per- 
{waftons, to thofe that are already apprchended, and correéteth {uch as are

There be diuerfe formes of SeleGed 
blazon: A certaine Dutchman who lined in the time of King Henry the fife, "i0s* #B4z0- 
vied to blaze Armes by the principall parts of mans body, as Aber. Fra, 
writeth, pag.63. Malarques a French man made vie of flowers for this pur- 
pole: Fasches an Englifhman, who lived inthe time of King Edward the 
third, performed it by thedaics of the weeke; but in former times their 

redcceffors vfed only thefethree kinds following: firft,or Metalsand Co- 

lnedscadly be precious Scones and thirdly, by the celeftiall Planers.Out 
of which fundry formes, I haue made choice of thefe three laft which are 
moft ancient and neceflary, in refpec that thele aboue all other doe beft fie 
my purpofe; which is,to apply to each particular ftate of Gentry, a blazon 
correfpondent, As for example, rwo Gentlemen hauing no title of dignity, 
blazon by Metals and Coloursswo perfons ennoblifhed by the Soueraigne; 
by precious Stones ; andto Emperors, Monarchs, Kings and Princes, bla-

Note, as colours may be refem- 
bled to things of greateft Nobility or reputation, fo 
is their worthyneffe accounted of accordingly. 
The colour White is re{embled to the light , 
and the dignity thereof reckoned more worthy than 
the blake, by how much the light and the day is of 
more e(teeme than darkenefleand the night,where- 
unto blacke is likened. Furthermore white is accounted more worthy than 
blacke, in refpe& of the more worthy vfe thereof. For men in ancient time 
were accuftomed to note things well and laudably performed(and efteemed 
worthy to bee kept in memorie) with white, and contrary wile whatfoeuer 
was holden reprochfull or difhonorable, was noted with blacke, as the Poet

Moreouer white challengerb the precedency of blacke (according to p- 
ton) in re{pect of the priority of cnc, for that it was in nature before bLacke, 
which is a depriuation thereof. Like as darkeneffc, whereunto blacke is re- 
{embled, isan exemption of light, Ovsnis enim priuatio prafupponit habitum. 
Finally /pton preferreth w/ite before blacke, in regard that white is more ea- 
fily difcerned and furthcit feenc in the Field. - 

This colour is moft commonly taken in Blazon for the metal! Silver, 
and istermed Argent, wherefoeuer the fame is found, cither in Field or 
Charge. This Metall reprefenteth Water, which (next to the Aire) is the - 
nobleft of all the Elements, andin Armory itis termed —4rzent, for that 


~ it approacheth neereto the Luminary Bodies. Tothis Mctallis giuen thie fe- 


cond place next to Gold; in regardthatthe Armory cannot be good, that 
hath not in it either;Gold or Siluer : It alfo for another caufe bare the refem- 
blance of Water, which fcowrcth, cleanfeth, and putteth away all filth and 
viicleanenefle: For in Blazon it becokeneth innocency, cleaneneffe ‘of life 
and chaftity, amoneft complexions it is f#kened to fleame,as for the efteeme 
of this Metall Si/ser, we may obferuc in rc that Emperors, Kings and 
Princes had, and yet haue their veflels of chiefe vfe of Ssiver ; As for the a- 
bundance of this Metall , you may reade 2Chrom.g. How every man 
brought vnto Salomon prefents, being veffels of Siluer and veffels of Gold, and 
Raiment and Armour and [weet Odors, Horfes and Mules from yeare to yeare. 
And the King gaue Siluer in Ierufalem as flones, grec. Such was the plentifull 
abundance of this Metall in the Daics of Salomon. In compofition of Armes, . 
it is accounted a fault worthy blame to blazon this otherwife chan Argent ; 
but in doubling of cVaatles it isnot fotaken: for therein it is not vnder- 
ftood to be a Metall, but the skinne or furre of a little beaft called a Litwite, 
fo named (as 1 concciue) Lithuania, now called Laren, a’part of Sarmatia 
confining vpon Polonia.

Joab {aith, ‘Why haft thow wot killed him, that fo Imight haue rewarded thy fer- 
‘wise with tenne Shekles of Siluer, and a girdle (or an arming Bels ?) For {ome 
tranflate it Cingu/um,fome Balthesm. Amongft the Macedonians; was ordai- 
ned by a Miltary law ( faith Alex. ab Alex.) that the Souldier that had not 


‘Killed an Ewemy , Now Milstari Cingulo, fed capiftro cingeretur ; foould not bee 
‘girt with an Arming girdle,but with a halter. And not without reafonis a man 
adorned with a Military girdle, fignifying he mutt be alwaies in a readinefle

gente pretiof:s, ambiant, Cc. Great Captaines, Princes,and Martiall men, delight 
bo weave their Belts curioufly wrought, and glittering with gold, dc. 

_ As the beftowing of this Mélitary Girdle, was reputed very honourable, 
becaufe none were to receiue it but men of merit; foalfo was it ever ac- 


counted moft difhonourable for any iuft caufe to bee againe depriued of 


the dignity thereof: neither fhould fuch an one bee reftored thereunto, but 
vpon very fingular and efpeciall defert, as Ferettus noteth, where he {aith, 
Auguftis laudabiliger militarem FN efit feucriffime: Gy priuatos milita. 

hos pra cateris virtutum merita infignivent ; 


ri Cingulo nungquhm reflituit, mifti 
Auguftss the Emperour got much honor by the fewerity of his Military Difcipline: 


for if 4 man were once deprined of his Arming girdle, he neuer would reflore st,un- 


leife he performed fome excellent —— aboue all others. Notwithftanding there 
is alfo onckinde of putting off the Belt, of no leffe honour, than the putting 
onofrit ; yea much more glorious it is, in thatit is the endand perfection of 
the other; and that is, when the vicfory is atchieued, vittory being the end of 
Arming, as peace is of Buttell. To which purpole is that faying, 1 Reg. 20.11. 
We tactet fe qui fé accingit, ut qui difcingit: Let not him boaft, who girds himfelfe, 
as hethat doth ungird : meaning we muft not triumph (as the faying is ) before 
the vidtory ; but ic being onceattained, ic isthe honour of agenerous minde, 
to put off his Beit, and not to fanguine his blade with cold bloud.

other in the Fredd, votill he hath either regained the fame, or by his valour 
extorted fome other from the Enemy. Which kind.of depriuation of Kmghts 
and Martial men for any notable tranfgreffion, was of frequent vie in times 
paft, and in fome places is continued vato this day with greater feverity and 
much more infamy than in former times: Depofitio Cingulorum cy Baltheorum 
({aith Wolfgang. Lazins) quod genus pana proprio {eorfim vocabalo difcinctura Gr yy ip in, yi 
recindinra vocabatur, manet bodie adhuc in ordine Equeftri, matori quem dlim ig. 1 fe: we 
wominia. Quo ritu(ut nos dicimus) Equites anratidegradantar.. The depriuing of ° 
the Belt (which was wont tobe termed, the difcinéfure or ungerding) ts at thes day 
fill in fe among ft Knights, and with more ignominy than was in ancient times :

If wee fhall compare this Shield of Achilles, thus garnifhed and furnithed 
with manifold varieties of things, both Celeftial and Terreftriall, with thok 
Coate Armouts that confift of Liens, Griffings, Eagles, and fuch other Ani- 
mals, or rauenous creatures ; we fhall finde thatto be more auailable to chafe 
away and foyleall paffionate perturbations of the minde, occafioned by the oc. 
currence of fome fudden & vnexpected danger,thanany,or al of thefe together 
can be ,by how much that comprifetha mixtute of calamities and comforts 
together. For asthe Globe of the earthdoth teprefent vnto vs the dreadfull 
and difmall dangers that attend our mortall ftate, by reafon of che manifold 
mutability of things Seblunar,to the daunting (oftentimes )of the moft valiant: 
fo contrariwife, the Celeftiall formes doe reprefent vnto ys an Antidote or 
preferuatine againft all dangerous euents and Accidents, when we call to minde 
that thofe Celeftiall powers, or rather Gods power in them, is able to divert 
Or mitigate ina momentall harmefull events and dangers whatfocuer,be they 
neuer fo deadly.

As touching this quarterly bearing of many coats pertaining to fundry fami- 
dies together in one efcocheon, William Wicley doth viterly miflikeit, holding 
the fame to behetter fitting a pedegree tobe locked vpinacheft, as an euis 
dence feruing for approbation of the alliances of families or inducements 

sto title of lands, rather than multitudes of them fhould be heaped together 

_ inorvpon any thing ordained for military vfe. For Banners, Standards,and 
other like martiall enfignes were ordained to no other vfe, but fora com, 
mander to lead or be known by inthe field: to which purpofe thefe marks 
fhould bee miade apparant andeafie to be difcerned, which cannot be where 
many coats are thronged together, and fo become vnfitto the field, and ther- 
fore toheabolifhed of commanders. | 

Only he holdeth itexpedient, that a Ptince, or noble man, hauing title 

tofome country, for the obtaining whereof he is inforced to make warre, 
fhould thew forth his Standard of the Armes of that Country quartered with 
his owne,amongft thofe people, which in right and con{cience doe owe him 
obedience; that they may be thereby induced the fooner to fubmit them- 
felues to him as to their true and lawfull Soneraigne, or Lord.

of he beareth her Coat- Armour inthe Ine{cocheon : I haue omitted to blazon 
his Baronets marke becaufe it is not cut inthe Efcocheon. 

As for the antiquity of bearing of Inefcocheons ;1 find them very anci- 
ently vied a long time by the Emperours of Germany ; for they alwaies pla- 
ced an Inefcocheonof their paternall Coat onthe breaft of the Imperiall Eagke. 


And alfo divers noble and worthy families of this Land, vfed the like bea- 


ring inthe feuerall raignes of fundry of our Kings, viz. Inthe timeof R2- 
chard the fecond, Simon Burley bare in an Inefcocheon the Armes of Hufly. In 


“the time of Henry the fitth Richard Beauchamp the great Earle of Warwicke, 


barethe U4rmes of Spenfer and Clare quarterly in an Inefcogheon ouer his 
owne paternall Coate-Armour, and fany other inlike fort. 

Concerning the bearing ofthe wiues Coat- Armour by the husband Jm- 
paled, or othcrwife; there are fome that doe boldly affirme, that itis nor 
permitted by Law, but onely tolerated through cu/tome : and doe (with 
Chaffaneus ) alleage for proofe thereof, Quod Arma non tranfeunt ad cognatos 
Cy af fines, quia cognati defcendentes ex femina non fant de familia: becaufe by 
reafon of her mariage fhe renounceth the name of the F amily, whercof the is 
defcended, and affumeth the name of her Husbands Family, as we formerly 
fhewed, where we intreated of differences which are not permitted to the 
Females.

Aword well fitting his honeft minde and his affured 
conftancy to thoie whom he profeffed loue vnto,in regard of which his ver- 
tuous difpofirion, Lhaue thought good to honour him after his death with 
this poore remembrance, for many particular refpecs. In this you may ob. 
ferue the forme of the helmet, befitting the degree of a Gentleman. Ther

. _. The chiefcattributes of Ged are, his power, wifdome, goodneffe, in all 


. which the neerer any King commeth to the imitation of that prime Idea, 


the more truely doth he deferue that glorious name, and expreffe the noble 
nature of a King. Which all Couurrres (in part) haue fhewed by the feuerall 
Titles given to their. Soweraignes.-.moft. Nations calling them, Reges, for 


- gouernement, which cannot be as it fhould be, without the faid three Regal 


properties ; and the. Saxons (ou anceftors) call them Kings, of Cynninz, a 


word fignifying both cunning or wifdome, and allo power, whereby all Kings 
. can doe much morethan good Kings will doe. 


The beginning of Kingly power was from the firft created man; who 
was made an abfolure(but fatherly ) Seweraigme ouer all, and the neceflity 
of fuch a Chief, was fo great eucn in the eie of Nature, that as there are no 
flocks or heards of beafts but haue one leader of their owne kinde, fo there 
is no Nation {o brutifh ot barbarous, but haue found the necefiity and vie of 


7 hauing a King ouerthem,to rule ther and adminifter iuftice to them, which 
is the prime office ofa King: and that fuch hath alwaies beene the office of - 


Kings of this our Z/and, our owne ancient and learned{t Lawyers teftifie: For 
Rex (faith Bracton) nom alius debet iudicare, fi folus ad id Sfficere pofSit, Cre. 
Whencea latter learned Lawyer gathercth moft truly, chat though the Ki 

{ubftitute other td minifter iuftice vnder him, yer himfelfe is not difchar.

in perfon to fit atid take notice of caufes; and likewife the Roiall Oath ar 
his Coronation runneth, Facies, fieri in omnibus tudtcijs tuis equam Cy certams 
tuftitiam, cc.
